Proposition of the Strikers. 

The officers and directors of the American 
Railway Union held a special executive 
meeting at their headquarters, Chlich’s 
hall, this morning for the purpose of mak- 
ing a proposition to the railroad managers 
looking to calling off the great strike. 

They agreed to call the strike off if the 
managers would give the strikers their 
former positions except those who have 
been convicted of crime. The proposition in 
full is as follows: 

“To the Railway Managers: The existing 
trcubles, growing out of the Pullman strike, 
having assumed continental proportions, and 
there being no indication of relief from the 
widespread business demoralization and dis- 
tress incident .thereto, the railway em- 
ployes,. through.the.board of directors of 
the American Railway Union, respectfully 
make this proposition as the basis of set- 
tiement: 

“They agree to return to work in a body 
at once, provided they shall be restored to 
their former rositions, without prejudice, 
except in cases, if any there be, where they 
have been convicted of crime. This propo- 
Sition looking to an immediate settlement 
of the existing strike on all lines of rail- 
roads is inspired by a purpose to subserve 
the public good. The strike, small and 
comparatively unimportant, in its inception, 
has extende® in every direction until it now 
involves not only every public interest, but 
the peace, security and prosperity of our 
common ocuntry. The contest has waged 
fiercely. It has extended far beyond the 
limits of interest originally involved, and 


_has laid hold of a vast number of industries 


and enterprises in no wise responsible for 
the differences and disagreements that led 
to the trouble. Factory, mill, mine and 
shop have been silenced. Widespread de- 
moraiization has swayed the interests and 
multiplied thousands of innocent people 
are suffering. The common welfare is se- 
‘riously* menaced. The public peace and 
tranquillity are perilled. Great apprehen- 
sion of the future prevails. 

“This being true—and the statement wilt 
not be controverted—we consider it to be 
our duty as citizens, and as men to make 
an extraordinary effort to end the existing 
strike and avert approuching calamities, 
whose shadows are even now upon us. If 
ended now, the contest, h:q@’ever serious in 
its consequences, will not have been in 
vain: Sacrifices have been made, but they 
will have their compensation. Indeed, if 
lessons shall be taught by experience the 
troubles now so widely deplored will prove 
‘a blessing of inestimable value in the 
months and years to come. 

‘‘The differences that led up to the present 
complications need not now be discussed. 
At this supreme juncture every considera- 
tion of duty and patriotism demands that 
a remedy for existing troubles be found and 
applied. The employes propose to do their 
part by meeting their employers half way. 
Let it be stated that they do not impose 
any condition of settlement except that they 
be restored to their former position. They 
do not ask recognition of their organization 
or of any organization. 

“Believing this proposition to be fair, 
reasonable and just, it is respectfully sub- 
mitted with the belief that its acceptance 
will résult in the prompt resumption of 
traffic, the revival of indusry and the res- 
toration of peace and order.

PHELAN GIVEN SIX MONTHS. 
One of Debs’s Agents Sentenced to 
Imprisonment. 

Cincinnati, July 13.—Judge W..R. Taft, of 


charged with contempt of court in impeding 
and obstructing the receiver of the Cincin- 
nati Sou*hern road, appointed by the court 
in the management and: operation of his 
road, by directing and inciting the em- 
ployes to leave his employ, and by interfer- 
ing with the business of other roads with 
which the Southern road has business. 

The courtroom was crowded and large 
numbers were in the corridors. Many dep- 
uty marshals were in and about tke court- 
room, but their presence was not needed, 
as the utmost decorum was obseryed. 

The decision was very long, requiring a 
full hour to read. The judge reviewed at 
great length the testimony: which he de- 
clared, showed unmistakably that Phelan 
came here as the agent of and co-worker 
with Debs to institute and direct a boycott, 
determined on by the convention of the 
American Railway Union to force the ralil- 
roads to break their contracts with the 
Pullman company in order to compel: the 
latter company to treat with its employes, 
who, it appears, are not eligible to mem- 
bership in the American Railway Union. 
Phelan’s denial of personal agency had no 
weight with the court, owing to the evasive 
and filppant character of his testimony and 
the telegrams passing between him and 
Debs, as well as his public utterances. He 
knew the Cincinnati Southern road was in 
the hands of a receiver and yet his first 
efforts were directed against it. 

The court found that he was the active 
agent here in an unlawful conspiracy with 
Debs and others to paralyze the business 
of the United, States, or in other words, to 
starve the nation.in order to force an em- 
ployer to ferms. 

Applying the law as to the facts, the court 
held that to undertake to force a break 
of contracts was an unlawful conspiracy. 
Moreover, the whole plan was a boycott 
which had beefi declared by the states, ex- 
cept Minnesota, to be unlawful. 

The court plainly recognized the right of 
laborers to unite and even to combine their 
unions and appoint leaders, for the purpose 
of obtaining a better price for their labor. 
Tley were warranted in striking, i¢, leav- 
ing their employers in a body to better 
their own interest, but there was no war- 
rant in law for a boycott. 

The judge having found Phelan guilty, as 
charged, said in reference to the sentence 
that it was the intention of the court to 
enforce ‘obedience to its order. To do other- 
wise would court anarchy. The penalty for 
contempt, aggravated as this was by a 
renewal of the contempt after warning, 
should be sufficient to enforce compliance 
with the orders of the cour‘. 


The sentence was confinement for six 
months in the Warren county jail at Leb- 
anon, O., and the marshal was directed to 
immediately execute the order of the court.

Seme Plain Talk. 

Jackson, Miss., July 13.—<Special.)—The 
Meridian strikers paraded the streets with 
banners.and brass bands, met incoming 
and outgoing trains, and menaced non- 
union employes.

END OF THE CONFERENCES 


Which Have Been Held at the WFite 
Hiouse on the Strike Situation. 
Washington, July 13.—Tne white house 
conference, which has been a feature of 
the strike every night during the past two 

weeks, has practically ended: 

This evening at 9 o’clock, when the pres- 
ident returned from his customary drive 
with Secretary Lamont, none of the mem- 
bers of his cabinent were waiting for him 
and it was announced that none were ex- 
pected, as little or no news requiring the 
president’s action was anticipated, the main 
strike being considered virtually at an 
end. General Schofield spent ten minutes 
with the president, but had no information 
of note to communicate, and about 10:30 
o’clock Postmaster General Bissell caliea 
to say that reports received today showed 
that the United States mails were being 
transmitted without delay in all parts of 
the country. 

The president has been somewhat an- 
noyed by the persistent attempts, in some 
quarters, to make it appear that he had 
appointed an arbitration board at the re- 
quest of the strike leaders. Nothing is 
further from the truth, the commission 
which he has agreed to appoint eventually, 
under the law, having no power beyond 
that of making a general investigation of 
the strike on the railroads which led to his > 
proclamation. 

The investigation committee, when organ- 
ized, cannot enter at all into the differ- 
encés between the Pullman company and 
its employes. It will confine its work ex- 
clusively to the Debs American Railway 
Union and the Railway General Managers’ 
Association, The president has been ‘com- 
pelled to explain this to several statesmen 
who mentioned arbitration to him today, 
tel‘ing them very positively that no arbi- 
tration was contemplated in his assurance 
to the committee that called upon him.

SOVEREIGN PROMISES A WALK OUT. 


He Says That There Must Be a General 
Strike by the Knights in the Interest 
of Organized Labor. 


Chitago, July 13.—A strike of all the 
American Railway Union men employed on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and 
Chicago and Northwestern railroads is 
threatened. It may be ordered tomorrow. 
The cause will be the summary dismissal 
today from the service of the Northwestern 
company of thirty-two union switchmen and 
of seven engineers, and one fireman and 
seven brakemen on the St. Paul road. 

The news of these dismissals was con- 
yeyed tonight to 500 railroad men who were 
met at Lincoln and West Indiana street by 
Vice President Howard, of the American 
Railway Union. The strikers met to Listen 
to addresses and reports from the officers 
of the union. Howard urged all men em- 
ployed on these roads to protect those who 
had been discharged by getting together to- 
morrow and going out in a body. He called 
upon them to stay out until not only all 
the men ‘had been reinstated, but until all 
the non-union men who had taken their 


places had been made to “walk.” With 


one voice, every man shouted he would. 
A storm of indignation followed the 
declaration of Mr. Howard that General 
Manager Earlin, of the St. Paul road, had 
notified the men discharged that they would 
never be allowed to do another stroke of 
railroad work in the United States, 


To Shift the Responsibility. 

The compromise propasition of the rail- 
road organizations to the General Man- 
agers’ Association was agreed to before 10 
o’clock a. m., and the managers of the 
strike were congratulating themselves on 
the shrewd move they had made, harmon- 
izing with the views set forth by President 
Cleveland as a condition precedent to the 
appointment of an investigating commission 
to decide the question at issue between 
the Pullman company and the former em- 
ployes. The general opinion was that a 
refusal to accept the one condition imposed 
by the American Railway Union on the 
railway managers would ghift all the re- 
sponsibility for the consequences on their 
shoulders, so that the _ suffering public 
would have to make their appeals and com- 


plaints to the railroad corporationg instead 


of the railway and other national labor 


organizations, if -the strike became more 
general. 


Their Trump Card. 

The offer of settlement was regarded as 
the playing of the American  Kailway 
Unien’s last trump card, especially as it 
ccntuined that practical admissién that 
widespread distress and threatened calam- 
ity of a worse character demanded that the 
strike should be declared off in order to re- 
store peace and commercial activity in all 
perts of the country. 

The determination of President Cleveland 
to appoint an arbitration commission also 
rad much to do with the decision of the 
American Railway Union board to submit 
a proposition to the railroad managers 
which would contain the only position 
they were bound in honor and duty to the 
sirikers to impose. President Debs and his 
colleagues realized this morning when they 
read the dispatches from Washington that 
if the investigating commission, with power 
to arbitrate, was appointed and came to 
Chicago it would not take that body long 
to determine that the railroad strikers, 
raving no grievance directly against their 
employers, should return to work at once 
if the railway managers would take them 
back. The proposition anticipated the con- 
d:t'on which President Cleveland shouid 
be imposed before tae investigating com- 
mission was sent to Chicago. 

Severeign Threatens a Strike. 

Every American Railway Union man, 
Knights of Labor and Federation of Labor 
leaders spoken to at headquarters today de- 
clared that the refusal of the railway man- 


egers to restore the strikers to their posi- 


ticns, except those convicted of crime. 
would be the signal for the waging of a 
relentless war on the corporations, com-

The Senator Makes a Strong Speech 
for the Demoeratic Candidate.

THE PEOPLE SOLID FOR LIVINGSTON’ 


Candler Declares Himselt Opposed Now 
and Hereafter Against the Ooinage of 
Silver on Any Ratio Whatever. 


Jonesboro, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—“I am 
opposed to the coinage of silver at any 
ratio,” was the declaration of Milton <A. 
Candler in the joint debate today. 

“Not until silver becomes equal to gold 
in value will I support such coinage. 

“The democratic party has suspended the 
coinage of silver.”’ 3 

Such were the declarations of the con- 
testant for the succession to Colonel Liv-/ 
ingston’s seat, They fell like douches of 
foe water upon the farmers present, whd 
have been trusting to the democratic party 
for financial relief. ; 

‘he reply of Colonel Livingston Was & 
revelation. His rising Was greeted by a 
demonstration which forced Colonel Wat- 
terson to declare to me that he would garry 
the county. The colonel toyed with Mr. 
Candler as a cat would with a mouse. He 
was thrown up in air and caught deftly as 
he fell, only to be thrown up again. Such 
finesse in tearing a man to pieces was never 
witnessed here before. It was a political 
flogging which but few men have received, 
and which stamps Colonel Livingston as 
the champion stump orator of the south 
today. 

“I always was against Livingston,” was 
the remark of a leading third party man 
to your correspondent this evening, “but 
his speech of today forces me to enter his 
following.” 

The Arrival of the Candidates. 
When the Atlanta train reached Jones- 
ero this morning, Colonel Livingston step- 

Jed from the smoker, where he had made 
himself at home with the boys. Colonel 

Candler, however, traveled In the more 
exclusive parlor car, which he left a few 
moments after Colonel Livingston had \ 
alighted from the popular coack. 
Beth gentlemen were met by Mayor Au- 
e..stus Morrow, Chairman Watterson, Colo- 
nel John RB. Hutchison, and other leading 
citizens. They were escorted to the places 
which had been provided for them, where 
they received callers until the hour of ll 
2. m. had arrived. 

The courthouse was well filled with men 
whcse appearance indicated that they were 
thoroughly representative. The different 
Iines of life were there—farmer, mechanic, 
merehant and general utility representa- 
five. Colonel Watterson, as chairman of 
the democratic committee, cailed the meet- 
ing to order, when Colonel John B. Hutchi- 

con was elected chairman and Mr. J. A. 
Dovall secretary. 

The chairman introduced Colonel Candler 
in a few words of graceful eulogism. 

Colonel Candler Speaks. 

Slight applause greeted the ap- 
pearance of Colonel Candler. He was 
evidently laboring under great mental strain, 
for his relative, Colonel John 8S. Candler, 
had spent the day before in. the county, 
where he found but cold comfort. 

“I will say no word here today,” said the 
speaker, ‘‘which,, after the election, may 
be taken up and used against the demo- 
cratic nominee. I have against the sitting 
member no unkind personal feeling. But 
while no word is to be said in this council 
of democrats which can be yised against 
us hereafter, there should be perfect can- 
dor in the discussion of the proper man to 
hold the banner of the party. Fidelity to 
the interests of the party requires plain 
Speech. In the formation of. political par- 
ties there must be some one to hold aloft 
the banner in the face of the opposition. 
As Mr. Livingston claims that I spoke dis- 
paragingly of him in my Atlanta speech, I 
have accepted his challenge to be here. 
“Walton county voted yesterday,” said 
Colonel Candler, with a nervous twitch, 
“and the campaign is well under way. Col- 
onel Livingston, on hearing of my candi- 
Gacy, said it did not give him any trouble, 
and proceeded to declare that it was in- 
spired from the interior department. If 
that meant that he was in such opposition 
as to invite the censure of the administra- 
tion, then I declare he is not a fit person 
to hold the banner of the party. The peo- 
pile have elected a democratic president, 
there is a democratic cabinet, and both 

branches of congress are democratic. If 

Colonel Livingston’s claim to re-élection is 
Opposition to the administration, then he is 
not a safe leader. Every man who car- 
ries the flag should be loyal to the adminis- 
tration as long as it is true to the pledges 
upon which it was elected.” 

The speaker then quoted the Burke county 
resolutions, and The Constitution’s endorse- 
ment of them, to the effect that every man 
carrying the banner should be true to the 
piattorm. All of this was preparatory to 
the déclaration that Colonel ‘Livingston 
was not such a man, because he had been 
a member of the Ocala convention. 

“There should be no other claim to recog- 
nition,” exclaimed Colonel Candler, “than 
service to the party.’’ 

Colonel Candler then proceeded to attack 
Colonel Livingston because of certain head- 
lines in The Constitution’s report of his 
Atlanta speech. The headlines were to the 
effect that the “alleged taint’? had been 
removed, and Colonel Candler proceeded to 
relate that Colonel Livingston had purged 
himself of the taint of Ocalaism at some 
meeting of which Mr Jack J. Spalding 
was chairman} Colonel Livingston, de- 
clared Colonel Candler, was elected to con- 
gress in November of 1899 as a democrat, 
yet in the December following, notwith- 


ing, he was in Ocala, endorsing a platform 
which called for a subtreasury and the free 
coinage of silver. Here was Colonel Liv- 
ingston pledged to democratic principles, | 
endorsing priciples contrary to democratic 
faith. “It ts a question with you,” said* 
Colonel Candler, “whether the taint has 
been removed, Not only this, but in the 
January following his taking his seat he in- 
troduced a subtreasury bill, With the flag 
of democracy in one hand, he was introduc- 
ing this kind of legislation with the other.’’ 

Colonel Candler next proceeded to attack 
the silver record of his opponent. He read 
the national platform for the purpose of 
making it appear that it did not favor free. 
coinage, and then sought to impugn Liv- 
ingston’s democracy because he favored 
eontinued coinage at 16 to 1, which has 
been endorsed in the Omaha platform. |

of the subtreasury since Joseph gathered 
corn for Pharaoh in Egypt.

circulation, our trade with Europe was 
enormous and our people imported more 
luxuries than they have ever had before 
or since that period. If our trade did 
not suffer when we had an irredeemable 
paper currency, made a legal tender by 
the governmént because it had no mon- 
ey, we can certainly get along with a 
currency of gold, silver and redeemable 
pauper. 

This is the common sense view of it. 
There is no more reason for waiting 
until Europe adopts bimetallism than 
there would be in waiting for Europe 
to adopt any other good thing which is 
within our reach and under our control. 


Workingmen Are Not Lawless. 

The recent strike bas shown that the 
workingmen of the United States are 
the loyal supporters of law and order. 

There is plenty of evidence to show 
that the real strikers—the Pullman men 
and the railfoad men—had no hand in 
the violence at Chicago and elsewhere. 
The disturbers of the peace were idle 
foreigners unacquainted with our institu- 
tions and unable to speak our language. 
Among the rioters killed by the soldeirs 
were men with such names as Jock- 
man, Warzowski, Gajewski, Scarijanski, 
ete. American workingmen and foreign- 
ers who come here to seek an honest 
living by the sweat of their brows, had 
nothing to do with the row. On the 
contrary, they have aided.the authori- 
ties in restoring peace and order. 

The average American workingman 
believes that he has a right to quit work 
when he is dissatisfied with his job, but 
he is not going to assault the man who 
takes his place, and he has no idea of 
destroying the property of his late em- 
ployers. That work of violence and 
destruction is carried on by vagabonds 
who delight in anarchy, arson and pil- 
lage. 

When deputies and posses were need- 
ed to uphold the law in the western 
states last week honest workingmen 
were among those who responded, and 
thousands of them marched in the ranks 
of the state militia. It is well to have 
these things understood. The American 
workingman can complain of his griey- 
ances without being an anarchist: he 
can be a striker: without being a rioter, 
and he can demand what he believes to 
be his just rights under the law with- 
out being an enemy to the government.

We have heard of so much snffering 
among wen out of work with half 
starved families that we are astounded 
at the folly.of others who are willing 
to give up their jobs and risk the con- 
sequences. Such conduct is utter mad- 
ness. For every man who steps out of 
a job twenty stand ready to take his 
place. Let no man in any position de- 
jude himself with the idea that he is 
indispensable. ‘There is no such thing 
as an indispensable man. ‘Thousands 
of the brightest, most industrious and 
capable men that ever walked the. earth 
are now out of employment or doing 
odd jobs until they can secure the work. | 
they are best fitted for. 

If any man thinks that it Is a big 
thing to show his independence by giv- 
ing up his job when there is no other 
in sight he should first find out what 
his wife and children really think ahout 
it. It is a pitiful sight to see everything 
iu a little cottage sold to buy food for 
the wife and children of the man who 
is out of a job.

Utah as a State. 

Utah will be a state as soon as the 
president signs the bill which has pass- 
ed both houses. 

The new state had a population of 
207,905 in 1890. In population it will 
be a larger state than either Delaware, 
Montana, North Dakota, Nevada, Wyo- 
ming or Idaho. Only one-third of the 
inhabitants are foreigners. 

Thq present representative in con 
gress is a democrat, but if the repubii- 
can candidate against him could have 
commanded the separate Mormon yote 
the democrats would have been de- 
feated. The Mormon vote will largely 
determine the elections. | 

It is difficult to forecast the future of 
Utah. The anti-polygamy iegislation 
of congress has almost broken the polit- 
ical power of the Mormon church, and 
polygamy is net openly practiced any 
longer. The trouble is that as a state 
Utah will be in a great measure inde- 
pendent of federal authority,- and it is 
more than probable that the Mormons 
will show a dangerous activity. 

The state is nearly twice the size of 
New York. Mining and agriculture are 
the prineipal occupations of the people, 
but the silver mines are the chief source 
of wealth. The Mormons have had 
possession since 1847, and their eapital, | 
Salt Lake City, is a beautiful town with | 
a population of about 50,000. The Mor- 
mon temple, recently G@edicated, cost 
several million dollars. 

The admission of Utah will give us 
forty-five states and ninety senators,

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The recent earthqueke at Constantinople, 
in which more than 100 persons were killed, 
has revived public interest in that ancient 
city. Constertinople is one of the most in- 
teresting places in the world, as well as 
a natural seat of empire. Napvieon Bona- 
perte is said to have declared that “tne 
power which possesses Constantinople must 
be mistress of the world,” At any rate, 
in the twenty centuries and more since it 
was founded, it has stood more sieges than 
ony other city, yet has been taken only 
twice—once in 1204, by the crusaders; once 
in 1453, by Mabomet If. Studded with nwu- 
merous fardens, mosques, minarcts, palaces 
and towers, it is most picturesque when 
viewed from without. and the scenery along | 
the banks of the Bosphorus makes’a mag- 
nificent setting for the central gem. But, 
trovch it is cleaner than most oriental 
towns, its streets, or crooked lanes, rather, 
pre dirty, its dwellings are smali and ilJ-: 
built, while myriads of dogs offend the . 
struanger’s vision by day and distract him 
by their incessant barking at night. Most 
of the streets are deserted during the day 
—the population is nearly one miliion—ex- 
ec«pt in the nieghborhood of the bazaars, 
wiich are streets roofed over, having at in- : 
tervals cpenings, domes or glass coverings 
admitting dim light—too much for the sell- 
er, not enough for the buyer. The Grand 
Bazaar, with its numerous streets, pas- 
suges and fountains. seems a city within 
a city. One long alley glitters with yellow 
morocco, another is brilliant with India 
shawls, this one with meerschaums, that 
with amber mouthpieces, others in succes- 
gion with muslin dresses, slippers, Damas- 
cus blades, fur robes and glittering gems. 
The seragiio, formerly the paiace of the 
sultans, with its gardens and groves, Coy- 
ers an area about three miles in circum- 
fcrence. Just outside it is St. Sophia, 


wcrid, and the finest example of the By- 
gurtine style of architecture. Constantino- 
ple has twenty-four mosques of the first 
class. Most of them have colleges, and 
almost all have charitable institutions and 
hospitals.

ed a reward of $100 for their capture, 
and the Atlanta detectives were on the 
lookout for them. They were traced to 
the outskirts of the city, but they managed 
by circling the city to evade the local de- 
tectives. However, they were closely pur- 
sued by Detectives Newell and Norris and 
were vesterday captured at Griffin. The 
prisoners were locked up at the police sta- 
tion last night and will be carried back to 
Smithsonia this morning. 

It is understood that a posse of citizens 
near Jonesboro, who had organized to 
hunt for these negroes, shot an innocent 
negro on Thureday night. Fortunately the 
wound is not dangerous, but the negro will 
be laid up for some time. 

As good luck would have it Fanny Witch- 
er, & negro woman who escaped from Col- 
onel Smith’s camp about seven weeks ago, 
was also captured last night. Detectives 
Joe Green and R. H. Newell found her on 
Gartrell street and breught her in about 
an hour after the other prisoners arrived.

|} Atlanta Freight Burred Ha Boute by the 


Riotous Mobs—Some of the De tails of the 
Central’s Beorgauization Given Out. 


It is no easy matter to calculate the 
damage that was done to this region of 
the ¢ountry by the Chicago strike. 

Those unfamiliar with the details of the 
railroad business have no way of fancying 
the picture that for awhile confronted the 
southern lines, the railroads running right 
into Atlanta. 

Yesterday many of the passenger offices 

of this city were alive with telegrams com- 
ing in now and then announcing that the 
running of through trains could begin at 
last. , ; 
The Kansas City, Port Scott and Mem- 
phis was among the roads to wire the 
passenger offices im this city that it had 
decided to run regular schedules again 
with their passenger trains. 

The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis had 
already made the start, and the Wabash 
and the Illinois Central followed suit. 

The tracks are clearing again and the 
traffic of the southern lines to the west 
once more starts up with a newness of 
life. 

For a time the agents here of the lines 
leading into the west were forbidden to 
sell a through ticket to a passenger. The 
reads not only wired their agents in this 
section of the country not to aecept ship- 
ments of fruit-and perishable freights, but 
also forbade them taking money for any 
through ticket on the passengers trains, 
and when yesterday the way seemed clear 
for thm they began to wire their agents 
that they could once more place the tickets 
on sale. 

The Georgia Pacific put tickets on sale 
again over that line in connection with the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
for the west. 

The lines leading to New Orieans were al- 
lowed to make sales of tickets over the 
lines in that region that have been tied up 
by tie strikers. 

The East Tennessee and the Western and 
Atlantic were both free once more to sell 
tickets through to the northwest over their 
eonnecting lines. 

All of the passenger offices in Atlanta 
were alive with renewed interest yester- 
day and the faces of the passenger agents 
wore brighter coloring than for a number 
of weeks. 

Atianta Freight Destroyed. 

But the passenger business was not the 
mpst serious feature of the ruination in- 
flicted to the roads entering Atlanta. 

The freight traffic was completely de- 
molithed, and the roads entering Atlanta 
lost much by the strike. Yesterday there 
were busy seenes around the yards of the 
local Hnes. Meny freigh« trains were 
moved out and sert on their way after a 
long delay. 

There was no holding up of trains in 
this section and Atlanta was perfectly 
free from the strike, so far as the trainmen 
and employes were concerned, but the way 
the strike injured the Atlante, lines was 
by having the trains side tracked here to 
wa-t for an open way for their embargoes. 

It was impossible for the East Tennessee, 
the Western and Atlantic and the other 
lines leading north to get any sort of a 
freight train to move beyond the valley 
of the Ohio river. This necessitated hold- 
ing the trains here in Atlanta and in the 
other towns between here and the Ohio 
river. 

More than this it fs now developing that 
the merchants here had considerable 
freight destroyed in the cars that were 
burned by the strikers in Chicago and on 
the way. 

This freight the roads will have to make 
good, of course, but it is no small item 
with them. 

It is said that many of the local mer- 
chants have been unable to get their or- 
ders filled out and the merchants who had 
sent orders to Chicago and who had the 
freight shipped will never see it for the 
reason named. ° 


“HE NEW YORK MEETING. 


Railwry Men Believe the Association 
Contract Will Be Renewed. 
Next Tuesday is the day for the post- 
poned meeting of the Southern Railway 

and Steamship Association. 

It is a postponed session of the regular 
annual meeting of the association—the meet- 
ing at which the mew officers are to be 
elected and ‘at which the agreement is to 
be entered by the roads composirg the asso- 
ciation. It is known that the meeting held 
for this purpose some time ago adjourned 
until the 17th of July for the purpose of 
studying the plans for the new agreement. 

Many of the articles of agreement have 
already been passed by the association 
and the changes are very slight, the terms 
remaining about the same as they have 
been all along. 

But the matter will be resumed by the 
members of the association at the adjourned 
meeting next Tuesday and the agreement 
will be completely made out and settled 
upon. 

All of the rumors to the effect that the 
Louisville and Nashyille ,would not be will- 
ing to enter the association for another 
term and that the association for this 
reason would be divided as to make reor- 
ganization impossible, seem to have played 
entirely out just as The Constitution pre- 
dicted they would. Everybody knows that 
the association is going to hold together 
now and that it will be stricter than ever 
in some particulars on the roads. 

The railroads of the entire country re- 
alize that this is no time to be seatter- 
ing out’and raising war‘itipon each other. 

They realize that if a railway association 
was ever needed surely it is needed right 
now in the south, the west and the east 
alike. 

Such a blow has been given the railway 
interests recently that it is hard sailing for 
the best of the lines. The Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association has done 
great service to the railroads of the south 


since its inauguration several years 
ago. It has a great sphere just at this 
time.

AN BX-POSTMASTER | Look Before 


Arrested by Depaty Marshel Scott 


Yesterday Afternoon. 


GRARGEO WITH USING OLD STAMPS. 


He Was Located at Morrison, Colorado. 
For Two or Thres Days He Had Beena 
Guest ofthe Surgical Institute Here. 


An elderly man, apparently sixty-five 
years of age, with a long gray beard and 
a pallid cast of countenance denoting the 
invalid, Was placed under arrest yesterday 
afternoon, charged with having defrauded 
the United States government. 

It is charged against the old/man that 
he was in the habit of using postage stamps 
more times than Uncle Sam allows. Erastus 
Adams is the name of the gray-haired pris- 
oner, who is now an inmate of Fulton coun- 


ty jail. 
A few months ago he filled the office of 


postmaster at Morrison, Cal., a small west- 
ern town. He stood well in ‘community 
and was highly respected by his fello t- 


igens. According to the warrant for his ar- 
rest, however, it appears that he was rather 
crooked in his business or at least was not 
as systematio and thorough as the law 
requ “his led to a careful investigation 
of his books and the eye of scrutiny was 
brought to bear upon his general conduct. 
The result of this examination was a war- 
rant for his arrest and a preliminary hear- 
ing, which went against him. Me was af- 
terwards indicted by the grand jury and 
gave bond for his appearance. 

He did not appear, however, and the bond 
was forfeited. His property, in the mean- 
time, had been given to his sureties for the 
purpose of indemnhifying them against logs. 
The policy of the government, however, is 
to punish the offender, and for this reason 
the vfficlals were not willing for the post- 
master, by giving up his property, to es- 
cape the clutches of the law. 

it was ascertained that the postmaster 
had established himself in this part of the 
world and efforts Were made te locate his 
exact whereabouts. The United States mar- 
shal, Mr. Sam C. Dunlap, was notified of 
the situation and @ search was immediately 
instituted for the ex-postmaster. He was 
fuund at the National Surgical institute in 
this city, where he had been a guést for 
several days, and where he was undergoing 
a process of treatment for his genéral 
heaith. 

There was no effort on his part to escape 
detection. His full name was sighed oh the 
register, and his manner, when approached 
by the deputy marshal,: was that of a 
quiet afd law-abiding citizen. None of the 
charges against him were denied. ‘There 
was no effort to resist the arresting officer. 

He was taken to the jail for safe keeping 
and will remain incarcerated until this af- 
ternoon, when Deputies Mitchell and Scott 
will leave with their prisoner for Denver,
